Mr.  Eaton  was  born  in  Ireland,  at  Clogher,  thirty 
miles  from  Belfast  and  not  far  from  Slemish.  famed  in 
Mythology  as  the  place  where  St.  Patrick  herded  sheep 
during  his  sojourn  in  Ireland. 

Mr.  Eaton's  forefathers  migrated  from  Scotland 
nearly  two  hundred  years  ago.  They,  with  many  other 
Scotch  families,  formed  a  settlement  and  for  several 
generations  engaged  in  agrarian  pursuits. 

The  subject  of  this  sketch  was  the  youngest  of  a 
family  of  nine.  Before  his  lir.h  his  father  died  and  his 
widowed  mother  faced  the  world  with  a  dependent 
family  and  nothing  to  support  it.  She  was  ambitious  for 
her  children  however  and  managed  to  give  them  the 
advantage  of  such  education  as  could  be  acquired  at  the 
natranal  school  in  Clogher 

Farming  in  those  days  was  not  conducive  to  the 
acquiring  of  great  wealth.  The  tnost  favorable  years 
found  the  toilers  little  wealthier  than  before  and  when 
calamities,  in  the  form  of  crop  failures,  befel  them  they 
were  in  dire  need.

After  »  a»y  of  rfwrt  duruian  u  Kirkton  Mr.  Eaton 
-roved  CO  Si.  M»ry;  where  h,  conducted  a  store  for 
•o^yeari  Not  satisfied  with  the  trading  syaem  then 
r.  vogue  there  as  elsewhere,  he  decided  k>  tnove  to 
Toronto  where  money  was  sufficiently  plentifiji  to 
permit  of  the  MfilnKnt  of  his  desire  to  conduct  business 
onacashbasis.  This  he  always  regarded  as  the  only 
sound  and  honest  system,  and  this  systiii,  he  instituted 
in  h,s  wide  business  sphere  when  he  established  in 
Toronto. 

In  Toronti  he  opened  a  small  store  on  Yonge  street 
below  King.  These  quarters  were  abando^^d  for 
more  commodious  ones  at  1 78  Yonge  street ;  and  these 
were,  later  on,  vacated  when  stl  more  desirable 
accommodate,  was  secured  at  190  Yonge  street,  the 
present  address  of  the  company. 

The  reason  for  the  last  move  was  that  Mr.  Eaton 
-oked  into  the  fOture.  In  his  imagination  he  pictured  tne 
present  esublishment  and  he  clearly  saw  that  expansion 
was  impossible  in  the  block  bebw  Queen  street  A 
birdseye  view  of  the  present  premises  bears  out  the 
wisdom  cif  the  move. 

The  enormous  growth  of  the  business  is  a  standing 
lesomony  to  the  truth  of  the  old  adage-"Honesty  is  the 
best  Policy.  The  three  principles  referred  to  in  the 
sketch  of  the  business  were  Mr.  Eaton's  chief  asset  when 
he  first  embarked  on  the  ocean  of  commerce,  and  even 
now,  when  the  business  has  assumed  such  gigantic 
proport>or,s  he  still  insists  that  these  principles  be  adhered 
to. 
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The  history  rf  Mr.  Eaion'i  Uier  y«»r»  is  ih«  hiiUry 
of  ih«  growth  of  the  business.  He  is  its  inspiration,  its 
ni«inst»y,  its  guiding  st»r.  Through  all  the  stages  of  it: 
development  he  has  held  the  tiller:  he  has  steered  it 
clear  of  shoals  and  has  at  last  brought  it  in  safely  to  the 
port  that  he  has  striven  for— to  inake  the  business  a 
national  institution,  an  institution  that  ministers  to  the 
needs  of  a  nation,  an  institution  that  occupies  an  important 
place  in  the  economy  of  the  country. 

While  in  St.  Marys  Mr.  Eaton  married  Miss 
Margaret  Beatiy,  of  Woodstock.  They  had  five 
chiUren.  three  sons  and  two  daughters.  All  are  still 
living  except  the  eldest  son,  Mr.  E.  Y.,  who  died  four 
years  ago.  The  youngest.  John  C,  is  vice-president  of 
the  company  and  is  cbsely  associated  with  his  father  in 
the  conduct  of  the  business.  Though  he  is  yet  less  than 
thirty  years  of  age  he  has  an  intimate  knowledge  of  all 
the  details  of  the  many  branches  of  the  great 
establishment. 

It  is  largely  due  to  his  untiring  energy  that  a  store 
has  been  established  in  Winnipeg.  Of  a  buoyant  nature 
he  was  seized  with  the  spirit  of  the  West  and  like  many 
o:her  business  men  he  sees  a  great  future  for  the 
Granary  of  the  Empire. 

A  Canadian  by  birth  and  sympathy  he  believes  that 
Canada  is  for  Canadians.  With  the  rapkl  devekjpment 
of  Manitoba  and  the  Territories  it  was  only  a  matter  of 
time  until  some  large  modem  store  established  there: 
and  why  not  a  Canadian  concern  7 
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
